Ottawa, April IT. — Dr. Borden is gen- 
erally fair to his opponents, but in an- 
swering Col. Prior to-day it looks ua if 
the minister of militia was guilty of 
subterfuge. Col. Prior asked if it were 
true that Mr. Ludgute had handed back 
the lease of Deudiuau's island, to which 
Dr. Borden replied simply that the lease 
had not been handed back to him. Now 
the statement current is not that the 
lease was handed to the minister himself 
hut to the department, or in other words, 
to Col. .McDonald, superintendent of 
military .stores, and it was therefore a 
mailer of surprise to many to hear the 
answer which the minister gave. 
Imporlcd Laborers. 
Col. Prior will ask if the government 
is aware that men from Pittsburg, Pa., 
have been imported to work on the 
construction of a steamer at Lake Ben- 
nett, lie desires to know if the alien 
labor act. has been put in force in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

Tux on Mining Shares. 
Sir Charles Tapper has done good ser- 
vice to the mining corporations of Can- 
ada who are looking for capital in Eng- 
land by calling attention to the effect of 
the proposed imposition by the Imperial 
government of a stamp duty upon 
colonial as well as foreign bonds, stocks 
and shares negotiated in England. He 
pointed out that I his question came up 
on a former occasion, when a proposal 
was made by Mr. Gosehen, then chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, to increase the' 
tax on colonial bonds from 2s. Ud. to 10s. 
per £100 share. Sir Charles was high 
commissioner at the time, and in con- 
junction with the agents-general from 
other colonies a I once made remon- 
strances to Mr. Gosehen, with the result 
that the clause was amended so as to 
exempt the colonies. He thought it 
would ho well if the attention of Lord 
Strathcona were drawn to the matter. 

Sir Wilfrid Luurier said he had been 
looking into the matter and had read 
the report sent by Sir Charles Tupper 
on the occasion alluded to. Ho had 
been expecting to hear from Lord 
Strathcona and had no doubt "he would 
look after Canadian interests without 
delay. 

Sir Charles Tapper left for Broekville 
this afternoon on a few moments' notice 
to speak at a meeting which hi- was an- 
nounced to address. 

Queer Vindication. 
Mr. Fielding resumed the debate on 
the •i.Mre-- to-day. He claimed t!:.i: 
every charge made against the minister 
of the interior had been fully met, and 
that the administration of his depart- 
ment had been clearly vindicated by the 
discussion winch hud taken place.

Gen. Lnwton's expedition has been order- 
ed to Manila and is preparing to return 
there immediately. Ail territory he cap- 
tured is to he evacuated, and all launches 
seized restored to their original owuei 
thai is, they will he given bnc 
persons from whom Aguinultlo's 
tool; them. 

After giving the opinion that 100,000 men 
will he required to subdue the islanders, 
Gen. I<awtou explained as follows: "The 
difficulties In the way are those of ugutif 
guerillas in a iropieal country, 
brigade 1 could force my way 
wid ol the island to the other, If 
not have to hold the territory truvi 
Ky leaving garrisons bchlud It would soon 
eat up my whole force." 

Gen. Lawton regretted exceedingly that 
he will he compelled to evacuate the terri- 
tory captured. 

London, April 17.— The Times, comment- 
ing editorially to-day upon Major-Gen. Law- 
ton'R retirement from Laguna dc Bay dis- 
trict in Luzon, llnds in It nothing surprising 
or discouraging. "British generals have 
often had to do the same thing," says 
the Times, "in similar circumstances. A 
much graver matter Is the reported discon- 
tent of the American troops, hut here also 
all countries pursuing a foreign policy have 
had the same difficulties to contend with, 
and no doubt the United States will soon 
find It advisable to enlist a regular force 
for the purpose of holding the Philippines.

London, April 17.— The parliamentary sec- 
retary of the foreign office, Mr. Broderlck, 
replying in the House of Commons to-day to 
Mr. Davitt, said that the manager of the 
German plantation near Apia was arrested 
by flic senior British naval officer on sworn 
evidence that be was seen directing the 
natives who ambushed the naval landing 
parties. 

This action. Mr. Broderlck added, was 
taken without the naval officer having 
an opportunity of communicating with the 
home government. In conclusion. Mr. 
Broderlck said: "We are informed that he 
was handed over to the commander of the 
German warship Falke, on the promise 
that he would be detained on board." 

Mr. Broderlck said authority had been 
given the British representative at Apia 
to Join If he should deem It advisable 
In a joint proclamation with the other con- 
suls calling upon the Inhabitants to abstain 
from hostilities pendlug the arrival of the 
Samoan commissioners. But lie added Her 
Majesty's commanding officer would be 
bound to take measures for the protection 
of British lives and property should these 
be threatened by either of the rival fac- 
tions. Tile telegraphic reports received 
did not afford sufficient materials In which 
to judge the cause of the recent hostilities, 
but so far as ascertainable, the action of 
the United States and Urltlsh naval com- 
manders had been caused by some aggres- 
sion against British subjects or United 
States citizens or their property, which 
they were bound to defend.

CHINESE AND BRITISH SCRAP. 

Villagers Resent Change of Masters and 
Troops Have to Quell Disturb- 
ance. 

Hongkong, April 17.— The villagers of 
Taipoosu, one of the newly acquired 
places in the Britisli territory on the 
Hongkong mainland, who broke out in 
rebellion Friday, burned some of the 
British mat sheds and then retired to the 
hills and Bred upon the British troops 
who were sent lo quell the disturbances. 
The Britisli returned the fire, scattering 
the Chinese and killing some. The Brit- 
ish suffered no casualties. 

As the result of the conflict the gov- 
ernor of Hongkong went immediately in 
the cruiser Brisk with another regiment, 
landed and hoisted the Britisli flag in 
the Kowloon extension. The Chinese 
head men sent deputation to apologize 
lor the disorders.

Winnipeg, Aprii 17.— (Special)— A 
vision of the Manitoba voters' list has 
been ordered, in preparation for a gen- 
eral provincial election, proclamations 
being issued to-day appointing registra- 
tion clerks and revising officers, The 
revising officers will close their lists on 
May loth and the lists are to be finally 
reviseil before the Kith of July. This 
step is necessary owing to the fact that 
the term of the present legislature will 
expire next February and the voters' 
lisls must be prepared within a year 
before the date of general elections. 

It is expected that the election will be 
held in November although it is possible 
(he contest may take place soon after the 
prorogation of the adjourned session of 
the house in July. The registration 
clerks for the Winnipeg divisions 
are J. A. Davis, R. 0. Macdonald and 
D. Forrester with Judges Walker and 
Fimlhomme as revising officers. 



The longest meeting that the city coun- 
cil has held in many weeks was that, of 
yesterday evening, when among other 
items of business the Sunday closing by- 
law passed its second reading, and its 
first and principal clause got through 
the committee stage. The proposal of 
the mayor to introduce as a second sec- 
tion a provision prohibiting the perform- 
ance of any work or labor on the Sunday 
for which' wage or other remuneration 
is received, was defeated by the intro- 
ducers and friends of the by-law. al- 
though Aid. Hayward denounced their 
action as the acme of inconsistency. At 
the adjournment, which was not reached 
until 11:13, the by-law was still under 
consideration in committee. Other busi- 
ness of the long night included the ap- 
pointment of n special committee to 
investigate the Craigllower road ques- 
tion and suggest a method for its speedy 
termination- either by the closing ol the 
road or through its repair. Before the 
aldermen dispersed, a question by Aid. 
Hayward elicited the information from 
the mayor that absolutely nothing more 
had been heard from Mr. Cecil ii. Smith, 
of Toronto, the latest appointee to the 
ullice Of city engineer. . 

First in the order of communications 
was a letter from F. ISlworthy, secretary 
of the board of trade, transmitting a 
copy of a letter from Viee-Cha.rmon 
Martin o£ the Jarrah Forests Co., West 
Australia, in which was suggested a 
trial here of the jarrah wood, which in 
southern waters unsheathed dehes the 
teredo. The city engineer will take the 
matter dealt with under consideration. 
TRAM WAY 1M PRO V EM BNTS, 
Local Manager A. T. Goward of the 
Britisli Columbia Electric Railways in- 
formed the council of the intention of his 
company to improve their Fort street 
line by laving with heavier rails. He 
asked 'that the proper street grade be 
furnished. 

This matter, the mayor explained, was 
already receiving the attention of the 
engineer. In passing, he thought it 
would be well for the council to consider 
the desirability of having the rails 
placed in the centre of the street when 
the tracks were rclaid. 

This suggestion met with favor among 
the aldermen, and Mr. Goward's letter 
went on file, the engineer being instruct- 
ed to give the required grades and the 
company being asked to centre their 
track in relaying. 

A second letter from Mr. Coward an- 
nounced that his company was now 
ready to commence work on their tem- 
porary bridge over .lames Bay, the coun- 
cil having some time ago given permis- 
sion— as explained by the mayor— to 
erect a temporary bridge, removing it 
promptly when a permanent roadway or 
steel or stone bridge had been secured 
by the city. 

Considerable debate arose upon tin- 
protest by Aid- Hayward that grea't 
care should be taken by the council in 
Ibis matter, in order that the tramway's 
temporary bridge should not conflict 
with the construction of a possible per- 
manent bridge or roadway. The tram- 
way management asked that the loca- 
tion of their temporary bridge be given 
them by the engineer, and it was finally 
agreed that the engineer prepare a plan- 
placing the proposed structure to the 
east of the street Mm — and submit it to 
lite council next Monday. Ihe tramway 
company making no move until this 
plan has been approved by tin- alder- 
manic board. 

DRAIN NUISANCE. 

F. B. Pemberton complained of a 
health-destroying drain on Rockland 
avenue running from Mr. Harvey 
Combe's residence, and recommended 
that a box drain be substituted for ibis 
open ditch. Chris. Morley directed at- 
tention to the dangerous condition of 
Waddington alley. Both of these com- 
munications will he considered by the 
city engineer, who will also deal with a 
request from Isabella Speers for repairs 
on u portion of Cadboro Bay road. 
LIBRARY QUARTERS. 

Secretary Eaton of the board of public 
school trustees forwarded n resolution 
of that body, dated April 10, requesting 
that when the tire department removes 
lo the market hall and the free library 
is installed where the firemen now have 
their home, the present library premises 
be placed at the disposal of the school 
board, 

This letter was received with smiles, 
the mayor remarking: " This is news for 
the council." It was decided to file the 
communication and inform the trustees 
that the council has no intention what- 
ever of removing the library from the 
quarters now occupied. 

MODERN SEWAGE. 

Philip 1-Ywster asked the consideration 
by the council of Ihe superior advan- 
tages of the septic system of sewage dis- 
posal- He proposed visiting England 
shortly lo study this and other kindred 
questions, and asked if be could be of 
any assistance to Victoria while on his 
travels. He will he informed thai the 
council does not propose at present to 
make any change in the system adopted 
in disposing of sewage, the communica- 
tion being tiled. 

TO QUARANTINE MEASLES. 

Ian St. Clair offered the suggestion 
that the municipal health by-law In 
amended that measles be placed under 
the same restrictions as diphtheria and 
scarlet fever. The city medical health 
officer will be asked to report upon Ihe 
desirability of adopting Mr. St. Clair's 
suggestion. 

OUTSIDE WATER SERVICES. 

The question of Ihe advantage or 
otherwise oC supplying water for domes- 
tic purposes to residents outside the 
city limits was introduced by a letter 
from L. J. Quagliotti (for Mrs. Tippen), 
who asked that city water be furnished 
to certain properly owned by Mrs. Tip- 
pen just outside the city, us with city 
water she will be enabled to secure a 
tenant. 

Another letter of very similar tenor 
came from F. M. Rattcnbury, who 
stated that ho intends building a resi- 
dence at Oak Bay, and asked permission 
to connect with the city water service 



This was vigorously opposed by Aid 
Humphrey, who urged that no favors 
be granted those who go outside the city 

limits in erecting their residences, in himself up ns eiiming the expert knowl 



order to evade payment of civic taxes. 1 
His feeling in this matter was the 
stronger because of the large amount of 
available property within the city for 
which sale could not be found, and 
which nevertheless paid its share of the 
waterworks cost and maintenance. He 
intended to vote against any permission 
being given for water service out of 
town for domestic purposes — nianuCae- 
turing was a very different matter. 

Aid. Hayward thought that action om 
this letter might very well bo deferred 
nut il a letter from the water commis- 
sioner on the same subject came before 
the council. 

The mayor thought that if it. was the 
wish of the council that no more water 
should go outside the city for domestic 
purposes, there should lie a definite 
declaration of the city's stand by the 
passage of a resolution. While the city 
had plenty of water at its disposal, he 
could see no reasonable objection to the 
granting of such services as were under 
consideration. 

Aid. Stewart pointed to the fact, that 
double rates were now collected for 
water supplied outside the city. He 
thought, that the increased rate was 
justified and met the situation satisfac 
torily. 

Independent action on eneh individual 
ease wits advocated by Aid. Beckwith. 
He did not see that any hard and fast 
rule could sensibly he adopted. 

Aid. MaeGregor held that until a 
shortage of water presented itself, il 
would not be desirable to interfere with 
the few outside services. As to Oak 
Buy, he did not. think that obstacles 
should be raised to the building up of 
this most desirable residential suburb, 
to which a main bad already been laid. 
The oulside users of water should, how- 
ever, be given to understand that if the 
city supply should run low they would 
lie cut oil. 

Aid. Huraprhey— They understand that 
now. 

The letter from the water commis- 
sioner which Aid. Huywunl had referred 
to being next read, il was found that 
this ollleial asked instructions from the 
council in this very matter. He said: 

" I have lately received several appli- 
cations for a supply of water to prop- 
erty situated outside the city limits, and 
before either refusing or granting these 
requests, I would like to have an ex 
pression of opinion from the council oi 
the subject. On the one hand there i: 
the tendency for people if supplied with 
water to build just outside th 
limits, thus escaping civic taxation, and 
at the same time having practically 
the city advantages. On the other hand 
there is the extra revenue to be derived 
There are at present (14 services otitsid 
the city limits, of which 27 are in th 
Oak Bay district, and on all of which 
the rates charged are 50 per cent, high 
than those in the city." 

In order that. Ihe vater commissioner 
might know the wishes of the council, 
Aid. Stewart moved taht in long as the 
supply w as plentiful and the 50 per cent, 
extra was charged, the requests foi 
service from outside the city be granted- 
Aid. Humphrey kinked upon this us 
practically ottering i bonus to people to 
build outside the city and thus escape 
civic taxation. He would oppose this 
ami all similar proposals. 

Aid. MacOrcgor sympathized with 
Aid. Stewart's view of the case and 
seconded his motion. 

Aid. Brydon moved as an amendment 
that a committee be appointed to confer 
with the water commissioner and report 
to the council wiat they consider most 
in the interest of the city. 

This found a seconder in Aid. Reek 
with, who "sum- a great deal of sense 
in what Aid. Hiniphrey had said regard 
ing the premium (hat was offered to out 
side building by minting water service.' 

Aid. Stewart ilil not think there win 
much danger to be apprehended, with 
but 04 outside Services and more than 
: 1,000 in the city. 

The ninenilnieit carried, only Aid. 
Hayward. .\Ia< < Jiegor and Stewart vot- 
ing contra. Til! mayor subsequently 
named as the committee Aid. Brvdon, 
Stewart ami Hayward. 

Mlt. MOODY'S LETTER. 
C. O. Moody wrote again with respect 
to the release ol E. A. Moody's land, a 
portion of which lad been sold for taxes, 
enclosing his ekeck for the amount 
against the the property. There appear- 
ed no evMeiu'e t<Vs!i«w flint P O M.,o<lv 
had any intcresi in or authority over 
10. A. Moody's property. The letter 
therefore went ti the city silicitor and 
city treasurer in conjunction. 

Other letters, (he Mayor announced, 
had been receivec from Mr. Moody, with 
relation to the establishment of a mint, 
and from John lonry on the subject of 
Sunday observance. Both of these com- 
munications wen long and rambling, and 
His Worship sav no occasion in reading 
them. Hereafte; he thought it would be 
well for the wriers of these long, inco- 
herent letters, nit to bother the council 
with their productions, but to send them 
instead to the dty newspapers. 

The letters reerred to were "taken as 
read" and placid on file. 

ENGINEER'S REPORT. 
Acting Engiieer E. A. Cousins en- 
dorsed Ihe rail proposed to be used by 
the tramway eanpany in relaying Fort 
street— it was, je said, a very suitable 
rail. The councj concurred. 

A second replrt from the acting en- 
gineer recommejded that box drains be 
laid on Saywiid avenue, Norlh Pem- 
broke, Clarke aid Bay stretes. This re- 
commendation 7as approved by the 
council, with a. instruction to the en- 
gineer— suggestd by Aid. Stewart— that 
wherever permaient drains are contem- 
plated, pipe sua be used. 

In a third reprt, the acting engineer 
slated that thejeity carpenter declared 
worn out and bquiriiig to be renewed 
the sidewalks o Belcher street, up to 
Oovernnient Iluse, and on Johnson 
street. With rejnrd to the first of these 
works, if was irdered to be proceeded 
with, surfaced umber being used in it 
and in nil ftitue new sidewalks. As to 
the Johnson stret walks it was asserted 
by Aid. Beekwth that it would be dif- 
ficult to obtain the correct street lines, 
ami Aid. ITnywrd thought that the prin- 
ciple that had eon affirmed with refer- 
ence to Kingslm street should be nd- 
hered to— the lies should be got before 
the sidewalk vis sanctioned. To meet 
the difficulty th words were added at 
the suggested if the Mayor that; the 
work be proceded with and the walks 
laid "on the prper street lines." 

This carriedJafter the defeat of an 
amendment byAhl. Hayward and Bry- 
don in Ihe direction of deferring the mat- 
ter until the lingston street difficulty 
has been detomined. 

STAGNANT POND. 
From Dr. RjL. Frnser, city medical 
health officer, nd Robert Oblpchase, 
sanitary officer came a joiont report in 
reference to to pond on Mr. B. W. 
Pearse's propeiy. They found that this 
small lake had no outlet, or method of 
drainage; it. \as therefore stagnant, 
water, yet not such a pond as' to bo 
classed ns a uisanee or a menace to 
health. 

Aid. Beckwi* thought that the olfi- 
eials had not. vlited (he pond at the best 
time of the ynr to form a valuable 
opinion, and wile he did not wish to set 
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edge possessed by the two olQeers, it did 
not seem to him Unit a stagnant pond 
could be healthful in a neighborhood. 

The point arising (hat if the pond was 
not a nuisance, the drainage already 
decided upon would not lie necessary. 

Aid. MaeGregor vigorously urged that 
Ihe initiated work he completed. It 
would be as cheap to finish the drain as 
to till it up, and it would probably have 
to be pre. ..led at some future date. 

The re nut went on file. 

Anotlii report, from Dr. Fraser in his 
ollleial capacity was to the effect that he 
had visited the North Ward school, and 
found the basement cleail, dry and thor- 
oughly suitable for use by Ihe children. 

This report, too went on file, a copy- 
Inking ordered sent to the board of trus- 

(Ah ' LOAN CONSOLIDATION. 

City Assessor Northcott reported that 
Ihe signatures upon the petition for the 
by-law necessary for the proposed con- 
solidation of the civic public debt repre- 
sented a property valuation of $2,70S,- 
025— and were therefore quite sufficient. 

Aid. Hayward thereupon introduced 
the by-law in question, seconded by Aid. 
Stewart. The first reading followed, 
and the second was set for next Monday 
evening. 

C R A IC FLOWER BO AD. 

Rev. W. G. EL Ellison wrote with re- 
spect to his long-standing request that 
Craigllower road he closed— saying that 
he had heard a petition in favor of the 
road being kept open was to be laid 
before the council. If this was the 
fact, he asked that no action be taken 
for one week in order that he might 
present a counter petition. 

The reverend gent Ionian's letter was 
received and filed, with a decision that 
the request for delay be granted. 

Then cunie'the petition to which he re- 
ferred—from Beaumont Boggs and oth- 
ers, pointing out that Craigllower road 
is at present almost impassable; declar- 
ing that there is a large traffic over "this 
ancient thoroughfare"; and stating that 
they would strongly oppose any proposal 
for closing the road in question. On the 
contrary they asked that the road be put 
in repair, and a new sidewalk laid. 

The motion being made that this com- 
munication lie upon the table for one 
week, as promised on the last item of 
business. Aid. Brydon and MacGregir 
were in favor of immediate action— either 
by the closing of the road or putting 
it in decent condition. 

Aid. MaeGregor moved for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to thor- 
oughly investigate the situation, with 
the engineer, reporting to the council one 
week hence. 

This was finally accepted as satisfac- 
tory by the movers of the original mo- 
tion, and Aid. Hayward wanted the com- 
mittee to receive instruction to look 
into the legal status of the council with 
regard to this road, as well as the cost 
of putting it in good order should this 
be decided upon. 

Aid. Beckwith was desirous of having 
a fuller report from the city barrister, 
and 

Aid. Williams favored the committee. 
Hi' was anxious lo see the road put in 
good condition, so as to satisfy the resi- 
dents of the locality in question. 

The motion for a cornmittpe prevailed, 
and Aid. Humphrey, MaeGregor and 
Beckwith were selected for service upon 
it. 

THE OLD CBAVKVARD. 

As to Ihe cleaning up of the old 
graveyard on Quadra street, the ceme- 
tery committee reported that the back 
fence would have to be renewed in part; 
paint would have to he used; and the 
grounds and trees generally receive at- 
tention. They asked an appropriation of 
$100 for this work, the city carpenter 
being engaged under the direction of the 
engineer. It was further suggested that 
the government be asked to contribute 
one-half the cost as in former years. 

Aid. Hayward thought; the committee 
had missed the main point of their duty, 
inasmuch as they had not touched upon 
the question of securing a transfer of 
title from the government. 

Aid. Humphrey concurred in this view 
of the case, and moved with Aid. Hay- 
ward as seconder, that the report be re- 
ferred back to the committee, witli the 
direction to them to interview the gov- 
ernment and if possible secure a transfer 
of title, in which event the city would 
assume the entire charge. 

The amendment was lost and the re- 
port adopted us presented. 

MISSING BRASS GOODS. 

The suggestion of the home committee 
that the city purchasing agent be au- 
thorized to buy sundry small articles for 
the Home involving an expenditure of 
not more than $150, was approved; and 
Ihe finance committee presented the 
week's accounts, totalling $5,038.63.

blocks, with the intention of accepting 
one or the other, was carried, and Aid. 
Kinsman and Williams moved the fol- 
lowing: 

"Whereas the summary compulsion of 
owners of property along the line of or 
within 150 feet of a public sewer, to con- 
nect with such sewer, will necessitate 
the expenditure in a number of instances 
of a large sum of money, which added to 
the ordinary taxes will be greater than 
the income derivable therefrom for up- 
wards of a year or more; and whereas it 
is a well known and fundamental prin- 
ciple of municipal government, that the 
powers conferred upon a municipality 
should not be exercised in an arbitrary 
manner,, or in such way as to work 
hardship to any portion of the ratepay- 
ers, unless absolutely necessary for the 
safety and protectioin of all; and where- 
as the said property owners are already 
required to pay the sewer rental tax 
as if their property was connected with 
the public sewer; therefore be it resolved 
that the payment of the said tax on the 
part of the said property owners be 
eosidered hereafter as exempting owners 
from making sewer connections until 
such time as the council shall, under the 
provisions of sub-section 10, 11 and 17 
of section 245 of the Municipal Clauses 
act, make such house connections under 
the local improvement plan, providing 
an option to the owners of property of 
paying full amount of cost of such con- 
nectioins, down or by equal yearly in- 
stalments extending over a term of 
years. The properties in question lo be 
subject in the meantime to regular sani- 
tary inspectors." 

This, too, provoked a long debate, Aid. 
Stewart being the first to oppose any 
action such as would prevent the by- 
law being brought into force. The sani- 
tary olllcer should use discretion in the 
enforcement of the law— but nothing 
more should be done. 

Aid. Brydon wanted this resolution 
referred to the city solicitor for a writ- 
ten report, and Aid. Beckwith seconded 
this amendment 

Aid. Kinsman warmly voiced his 
reasons for asking the council to pass 
the resolution, asserting that to compel 
the making of connections was in many 
eases an actual cruelty, the owners of 
the property having it fully mortgaged 
and being unable to obtain the funds 
for carrying out the proposed work. 

As an outcome of the discussion, it 
was decided to pass the resolution, the 
city solicitor at the same time receiving 
instructions to prepare a by-law by 
which the city will be able to compel the 
making -of connections, the cost being 
assumed by the city and charged against 
the property, to be paid either in a lump 
sum or extended over a number of 
years at the discretion of the properly 
owners — this cost being collectable in 
the same manner as tuxes, and the ■city 
possessing the same security in the 
property. 

SUNDAY CLOSING.

Beckwith moved the passage of 
the first clause, prohibiting the sale on 
the Sunday of tiny goods or chattels 
other than drugs, milk or medicines.

Aid. Humphrey would go still further 
and exempt cigars, ice cream and tem- 
perance drinks. He made a strong 
plea in behalf of these articles, speak- 
ing of the annoyance to visitors if they 
were unable on coming into the town 
on Sunday to procure such simple 
things as these. 

Aid. Beckwith ami MaeGregor de- 
fended the by-law in its original form, 
and made themselves clear as standing 
I'm- the introduction of the Eastern 
Canadian Sunday. The fact of simps 
being open on Sunday, they asserted, 
Kept desirable settlers away from the 
city, while it. would not do to accept the 
suggestions of Aid. Williams or Humph- 
rey, as destroying the entire principle of 
the by-law. 

The cigar dealers, Aid. Beckwith ex- 
plained, were satistied to close on Sun- 
day it' the druggists were not permitted 
In .sell cigars. 

Aid. Humphrey thought it would be 
.hard indeed if a man could no longer 
obtain his after-dinner cigar after eat- 
ing bis meal at the restaurant, as many 
citizens did. 

Aid. Brydon looked upon Toronto as 
the gem and model city of Canada, and 
was in favor of seeing Victoria adopt 
Hit- same Sunday .measures that prevail 
these.

Aid. Beckwith declared Unit innuy 
men had come here to reside bringing 
their families, but would not. remain 
after seeing the violation of the Sunday 
by open stores. He wanted to see Vic- 
toria like her Eastern Canadian sister 
cities. 

The lirst clause passed, and the 
mayor then offered as a second section 
one providing that, no person shall be 
permitted to do any work or perforin 
any labor on the Sunday for which he 
she receives payment or remunera- 
tion. If a Sunday law was wanted, he 
said, let it be thorough, and not calcu- 
lated to discriminate against any per- 
sons or class. 

His Worship's suggested section was 
opposed by Aid. MaeGregor and Beck- 
with, the lirst of Whom said it would be 
ridiculous to expect people all to walk 
lo church on the Sunday, there being no 
cars to carry them. 

" But there could be no church, with 
the preacher's services dispensed with," 
observed Aid. llayward. 

Aid. Beckwith pointed to the hideous 
consequences involved in the adoption 
of the mayor's suggestion— no police, no 
firemen on duty, no Chinaman to cool; 
or serve the Sunday dinner! 

His Worship — 1 merely am trying to 
make the application of your principles 
general, gentlemen. My idea is, you 
see, to make Victoria come in lim 
that good and model city, Toroilt 
Aid. llayward did not see ho' 
fathers and friends of Ibis by-law 
with any show of consistency opp< 
section proposed by the mayor, 
foundation argument in favor of a Sun- 
day was that one day it! the seven was 
required for rest- Then why should 
not the tram-driver or the undertaker 
be protected in his rest as well us the 
barber or the vendor of cigars or 
oranges'.'

At 11:15 a motion to continue the 
meeting beyond the usual hour for ad- 
ournment — 1 1 o'clock— was lost for 
want of a two-thirds vote, and the com- 
mittee rose, reporting progress with the 
by-law.

YUKON LIQUOR PERMITS. 

The order-in-council vesting the power 
to issue liquor permits for the Yukon 
in Mr. Ogilvic may not be open to the 
objection suggested by the telegraphic 
synopsis, hut. apparently no one can get 
a permit without applying to Mr. Ogil- 
vie at Dawson. Practically this prevents 
any one wishing to take liquor with him 
into the Yukon from doing so, unless he 
Ls already resident there, for the delay 
in obtaining a permit from Dawson 
would be such that very few people not 
at Dawson will go to the trouble of tak- 
ing one out. This restriction is not in 
the interests of temperance, because 
there will be just as much liquor taken 
into the country as ever. It simply in- 
conveniences those people who may de- 
sire to carry on that business. Now the 
most extreme temperance advocate will 
concede that as long as the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquor is legal, one person 
ought to have just as much liberty to 
engage in it as another, and that tBe only 
effect of needless obstruction will be to 
encourage efforts to circumvent the law. 
We submit that the issue of permits 
might very properly have been placed in 
the hands of Collector Milne as well as 
of Mr. Ogilvie. Mr. Milne possesses the 
confidence of every one and ho would ex- 
ercise authority in a manner satisfactory 
to all concerned. 



DEVELOPMENT OF THE ISLAND. 

We hope the proposed construction of 
a railway from the terminus of the E. 
&. N. U, the head ..f the Island will not 
be lost sigbt of. There is a disposition 
in some quarters to regard the move as 
one peculiarly in the interest of the 
E. & N. company, and the Times of this 
city commenting on it said that, no one 
would object to Mr. Dunsmuir's Duild- 
ing the line it' he wished t". We protest 
against this narrow view of the matter. 
Doubtless the proposed extension would 
be of value to the E. & N.. but surely 
this is no reason why it ought not to be 
built. That might be a very good rea- 
son why the owners of the 10. & N, 
should do their share towards making 
the project a reality, as they doubtless 
would: but the point is that the railway 
is needed for the development of the 
Island and the advancement of V ictoria, 
whether the E. iS: N. people feel dispose*] 
to take hold of it. or not. The railway 
would increase the value of the 10. & 
N. property, but if any project is pro 
posed that will not increase the value of 
any one's property, the Colonist will be 
prepared to oppose it. The reason wc 
want railways and other public works 
it. that they will increase tin- value of 
property. 

Vancouver Island, properly developed, 
would support a \ery large number of 
people and would build up M Victoria a 
city of much greater importance Hum we 
have UOW. The resources of tilt! Island 
are great and varied, and the climate in 
all parts is favorable to colouiKiition. 
Formerly it used to 1»- said that the 
West Ooaost was loo wei for peininncut 
settlement, bul the contrary is known to 
be the ease. The West Coast may be- 
come one of the finest dairy regions in 
America. There is a good deal of land 
all over the Island that is lit to be culti- 
vated. The several areas ore not very 
large 1 , but the quality of the soil is good. 
They can be opened up for settlement by 
a railway running to the North End, 

fur the line would not follow tin ast, 

as most people suppose, but fin- the 
greater part of its length would prac- 
tically be up fin' very centre. We are 
hopeful of seeing the project take prac- 
tical shape. 

A N T A KCTIC BXPLO RATIO N . 

The liberality of Mr. Llewellyn VV. 
Londstaff, who has placed $J25,O0Oal the 
disposal of the promoters of Antarctic 
exploration, is likely to load to a new 
departure iu this interesting field.

P AMINE IN RUSSIA. 

A very large area in Russia is suffering 
from a failure in crops which the Lon- 
don Times describes as the worst within 
the memory of men, which means that 
it is worse even than the terrible visita- 
tion of 1SIH-92. The famine stricken area 
begins at the Oral mountains in latitude 
CO and extends westward and southerly 
on both sides (if the Volga as far as 
the 50th parallel, the province of Penza 
being the only one in the district: that is 
exempt. The afflicted provinces embrace 
over 435,000 square miles and have a 
population of about 20,000,000. Events 
follow each other in such rapid succes- 
sion nowadays that we can scarcely 
charge our memories with them, but 
must newspaper readers must be fairly 
familiar with the story of the last fam- 
ine, which dill nut cover so large an 
area or affect so many people. The 
country has hardly recovered from that 
disaster when this fresh and more ter- 
rible one comes upon it. An unfortu- 
nate feature of the case is that nothing 
is being done to prevent the recurrence of 
such visitation at short intervals. Rus- 
sia is doing very little for its agriculture, 
although it must ho conceded that not 
much can be done for a people who seem 
unable to help themselves. In 1891 it 
was suggested that the whole soil or 
Central Russia was rapidly becoming un- 
fit for the regular production of crops. 
Changes of this nature have occurred 
in other parts of the world, for there is 
no manner of doubt that much of North 
America that is now. a desert was once- 
fertile. It may he that the great plain 
of Central Russia is becoming sterilized 
and will shortly be uninhabitable. 

A St. Petersburg paper says .that 
scurvy, typhus and other diseases are 
prevalent over the whole district and 
that the diet of the people consists of a 
thin gruel of flour and water and bread 
made ehielly from bran and chopped 
straw. In addition to the terrors of dis- 
ease and famine, fuel was very scarce 
and thousands were perishing from cold. 
Most or the peasants have sold every- 
thing that, would bring money, and even 
if the coming year should prove fruitful 
they have no tools with which to put in 
a crop and no seed to sow. 

The only adequate remedy would seem 
to be the wholesale deportation of the 
people of the suffering provinces to Un- 
fertile lauds along the route of the Si- 
berian railway, a task of tremendous 
magnitude. The existence of such a do- 
mestic problem affords the best possible 
explanation "f the anxiety of the 
Czar to inaugurate an international 
agreement which will relieve Russia 
from its enormous burden or military ex- 
penditure His advisers cannot fail to 
appreciate the utter folly of permitting 
the nation to become involved in for- 
eign complications while famine threat- 
ens to precipitate revolution and untold 
disaster at home. 



The an noun cement of General Lawton 
that it: will Lake 100,000 men to pacify 
the Philippine Islands will cause a feel- 
ing of profound anxiety all over the 
United States. It is quite as much as 
the country can undertake to put such a 
force in the field. Its transportation to 
the Philippines is of itself an enormous 
undertaking. Its maintenance there is 
a very serious matter. We do not be- 
lieve that there is any precedent for the 
carrying on of a campaign with such an 
army at such a distance from tin- base 
of operations. Moreover, if such a 
large force is put in the field, the loss ny 
sickness will lie very great. It is safe 
to say that if 100,000 men are needed 
to subline the Filipinos, the number who 
will have to lie transported to the islands 
will exeeed 150,000. Vet it is impossible 
fur the Washington government to re- 
treat with honor from the position which 
it has taken. The withdrawn! of the 
troops lo Manila will send a chill down 
the spinnloo I urn n of every American 
citizen, ami it is by no means welcome 
news i o » hinaelians. 



Tin re is milch force in the point made 
by Rev. .1. ( '. Spoor about Chinamen 
being allowed to worS seven days a 
week, while white men work only six. 
in regard lo the general proposition of 
Sunday observance, it cannot be success- 
fully contended that there is any advan- 
tage In a com 111 unity in permitting labor 
or business to lie carried on every day. 
Dismissing entirely the moral aspect of 
the case, and admitting, indeed, that 
there is no moral side to the case at all, 
there is not the least doubt that it is 
bnd from a business point of view not 
to observe Sunday as a day of rest, 
Moses knew as much in regard to politi- 
cal economy as most people. When 
some of our contemporaries do some- 
thing in even a slight degree comparable 
to the politica i work of the Hebrew law- 
giver, it will be time enough to accept 
their opinions us better than bis as to 
what, it community requires. 

Recruiting for the army is very slow 
in Great Britain. It iH a remarkable 
thing that when there is no fighting to 
do, very few of the British stock want 
to join the army, but let word go out that 
lively times are at hand and there is no 
lack of men to take the Queen's Shil- 
ling. 



There is said to he a very good prow- 
pect of a Japanese- man-of-war being 
present to participate in the Queen's 
Birthday celebration in this city. If 
this proves to bo the case, and if our 
Seattle friends will send lis over a de- 
tachment of their citizen soldiery to 
grace the day, the occasion will be one 
long lo lie remembered. 

An evening despatch says that there 
is a demand in Australia for tomato 
pulp, and the suggestion is made that 
British Columbia can supply it. Out- 
local department of agriculture ought to 
disseminate some information upon this 
subject. 

PASSING COMMENT. 

The Toronto Globe says thin. Sir Hlb- 
bert Tapper cannot leave- mutters as 
they stand. So far as appears from 
what Sir Elibbert has said, there appears 
to be no reason to imagine that he pro- 
poses to do so. 

Puck remarks that it is not what a 
man does, bin what ho advertises that 
makes him great. Bnrnuin once in the 
course of a conversation put the case 
thus: '• It's not what you do, but what, 
you make the people believe- you are 
going to do, that makes you great." 

The Columbian thinks that the Lib- 
eral party is better supplied with 
material for leaders than the Conserva- 
tive parly. That must necessarily be a 
matter of opinion. Cohsurvatives who 
are available for leadership are to some 
extent handicapped by the fact that 
their qnalitications will naturally be con- 
trasted with those of Sir John Macdon 
laid. Rut the "History of polities shows 
that, leaders come to the front when tin 
occasion calls for them. 

The Knoottiay Mail contributes to the 
gaiety of nations by drawing attention 

to tta incidence that the author of : 

recent article on "Tin- Pigs of Celebri 
ties," printed in the Strand, is Miss Ger- 
trude Bacon, and to the interesting fact 
that the Arm of Sparks & Cook adver- 
tise for life wood. This recalls the old 
story of the advertisement of a certain 
school, which informed the public that 
it was kept by Smith & Iluggs, and 
that ••Smith teaches tin- hoys and 
Iluggs the girls." 

The Railway Age estimates that about 
5,000 miles of new railway will he built 
in the United States during the present 
year. Last year the new mileage was 
3,082 miles; the year before that it was 
2,094; the year before that 1,<!<!8; and 
iu the next previous year 1,003, which 
wtis the lowest in many years. This 
year the figures of 1S0O will be reached, 
or at least closely approximated. This 
means that $150,000,000 will be laid out 
in railway construction. It is too soon 
to estimate upon the Canadian mileage 
for the year, as it will depend to some 
extent upon the action of parliament- 
Docs not the Columbian go a very 
long distance out of its way to try and 
fasten upon Mr. Turner the responsibil- 
ity for a reference to Mr. Carter-Cotton 
in the British.

The Colonist is not 
able to agree with Mr. Carter-Cotton's 
views in provincial politics, but it <1<!- 
prccntes the attempt of the Review to 
place him in a false light before the 
British public, especially us be is likely 
to have business in London shortly ill 
connection with a provincial loan.

Coincident 
with this news is the iiforniation that, 
a wholesale cabinet elnuge has occurred 
iu Korea, all the ministers being dis- 
missed, and two of than exiled for 15 
and 10 years respectively. The reports 
as to the cause of the (vent are meagre. 
The openly alleged grofind on which the 
drastic measure was faken, the Kokll- 
miu says, is that tKi ministers acted 
scandalously in eontiftion with the ap- 
pointment of some 100 local governors. 
Hut the real cause «eins to lie deeper. 
The report that Russian influence had 
something to do will bringing about 
the ministerial crisis may he taken for 
whatever it. is worta. What may be 
safely assumed is tlat the political dis- 
turbance is a nufii testation of the 
notorious rivalry letween various fac- 
tions. 

Messrs. Dodwell & Co., owners nnd 
general agents of the Northern Pacific 
Steamship Conipaiy, are planning, the 
Shanghai Daily Iress reports, to take 
an important part n the development of 
commerce between the United States, 
Hawaii and the tliilippines. The re- 
cently incorporate! North American 
MaifStcainship Company, with a capital 
of $500,000, have transferred to this 
company the fornir British steamers 
Taeoinu, Victoria aid Olynipia, which 
recently secured American registry. 
There is good reasa for believing that 
the new company iiends running these 
steamers between Trunin, Honolulu and 
Manila, probobly backing at Hongkong, 
as soon as the Ameirnu navigation laws 
are extended to Haraii. The Dodwell 
brothers, composing :he tirm of Dodwell 
«t Co-, are Fast, inking it impossible 
to secure definite herniation regarding 
their plans.

After Serving Two Commissions 
on the Pacific She Re- 
turns Home. 



Rush of Loggers to the Gold- 
fields Causes a Scarcity of 
Logs— Shipping News. 



After serrinK two commissions on the 
Pacific station and doint? most of the 
long cruising, II. M. S. Amphion is to 
return to England this yea:- to bo over- 
hauled and refitted. The latest Naval 
and Military Record received contains 
the information that the speedy cruiser 
of the Pacific station is one of a large 
number of vessels which have been in 
service away from "home " to be ordered 
home this year. The sum of £5,020 is to 
be spent on the Amphion. Speaking of 
the Warspite, the new flagship for this 
station, the Kecord says: " The Wax- 
spite, cruiser, was commissioned this 
morning for service on the Pacific sta- 
tion, as flagship of Hear- Admiral Beau- 
mont. Her crew, numbering about 541, 
joined from the Medwuy naval depot, 
and from Portsmouth. Her detachment 
of Itoyal Marines joined from the Chat- 
ham division. The Warspite, after hav- 
ing been in the dockyard hands for the 
last eight months undergoing repairs, 
both of hull and machinery, was com- 
pleted for active service on Saturday. 
Her refit has cost nearly £ - -'0,(X)0, but 
this sum includes the cost of fitting her 
with a new armament of ton six-inch 
modern quick-firing guns in the place of 
her old weapons of the same calibre, 
thus making her more efficient as a w 
ship than when she was first completed 
for sea in 18S0. She was commissioned 
to-day (Tuesday) by Capt. T. P. Walker, 
of the naval intelligence department at 
the admiralty, us flagship of Rear-Ad- 
miral L. A. Beaumont, the newly ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief of the Paci- 
fic station. Capt. T. P. Walker, who 
has just been appointed flag captain on 
the Warspite, will be acknowledged by 
all as a very lucky man. Not that he 
is not an equally meritorious one, but 
merit and its reward do not always go 
together in the navy, as in some other 
services. Capt. Walker is known in 
the navy as the author of " Seamanship 
Examination Questions of the Training 
Squadron, 1891,' and the editor of Capt. 
Alstons ' Seamanship,' revised and en- 
larged. He was promoted to lieuten- 
ant from the royal yacht, and doubtless 
owes his present appointment to his hav- 
ing been employed for some time as a 
commander in the naval intelligence de- 
partment, under Rear- Admiral Beau- 
mont." Among the appointments to 
the Warspite are: Boatswain A. .1. 
Harris, for quarter-deck duties; Pay- 
master H. H. Share to bo secretary to 
Rear-Admiral Beaumont; Lieut. B. A. 
Pratt-Barlow, flag lieutenant to Renr- 
Admiral Beaumont; Capt. T. 1'. 
Walker; Chaplain EL S. Wansbrough, 
B. A.; Naval Instructor S. F. Card.

Report has it on the Sound that the 
Muuauense is about to be taken over by 
the American government and sent to 
Manila, for which trip she is said to be 
now lying provisioned and coaled at 
Tacoma. 

The Ozizaba, which has been on the 
Southern California route, is to replace 
the City of Topeka in the Alaskan ser- 
vice while the latter is receiving repairs. 
The Orizaba is said to be a fine craft of 
7-I3 net tonnage and 907 gross. 

Since the steamer Clayoquot has been 
put on the run among the islands of the 
Gulf, trade has greatly improved. The 
vessel's" accommodation was becoming 
hardly adequate for the requirements'of 
business when a few dnys ago she was 
laid off the route to have another row 
of cabins built on her top deck. There 
will be eight of these, besides the pilot 
house, which will give the steamer an 
altogether different appearance.

Foster (ex-minister of finance), who is 
about as cusy to escape from as tt Pin- 
kerton detective, suddenly woke up and 
wanted to know where the rest came 
from. 

Then Mr. Sifton took up ;i particular 
case which Sir Charles Ilibbert Tupper 
had referred to, and the explanation of 
that is probably the explanation of the 
whole liquor mystery. 

Sir Charles charged that a certain 
"heeler and friend of the government 
party," n barrister in Victoria, had 
charged and collected a fee of $500 be- 
cause he was able, by telegram and let- 
ter, to obtain from the minister of the 
interior n. permit for his client to send 
liquor into the Yukon, but Sir Charles 
refused to disclose the name of the said 
lucky barrister, until he had written to 
him. Mr. Sifton committed himself to 
the statement that the charge was "nb- 
Holutely untrue." There wns no hetlK- 
iug abont this, but unfortunately the 
gentleman's name came up, ami it had 
to be admitted that Mr. Archer Martin, 
now for his distinguished merits (as a 
barrister?) the Hon. Mr. Justice Martin, 
had applied on behalf of his clients, 
Messrs. Pither & Leiser, for the sanc- 
tion by the minister of the interior of a 
permit granted to them by the North- 
west Territories, that such permit would 
not have been valid without the afore- 
said minister's sanction, that the liquor, 
without his sanction, would not have 
been admitted by his officials, and there- 
fore he did send such sanction, and such 
liquor went in. No blame to Messrs. 
Pither & Leiser, but will any honest 
man point out the practical difference 
between issuing a permit anil making 
one valid and operative, by your sanc- 
tion, which would otherwise not. have 
been worth the pnper it was written on? 
Now, when Mr. Sifton swears by all his 
gods that he only issued permits for 105 
gallons of liquor, we know what he 
means, but surely such quibbling, such 
fencing with words, is more worthy of 
a pettifogging attorney than of a minis- 
ter of the crown. 

Here I think it would bo convenient 
to introduce Mr. Borden, M. P. for 
Halifax, who, although he did not speak 
at. any length until the day after Mr. 
Sifton's defence, dealt subsequently 
with the same subject in so forcible a 
fashion that it will save time if I give 
Mr. Sifton's replies and Mr. Borden's 
rebuttals together. .Mr. Borden is a 
quiet looking man. with a clean-cut 
face, spectacles and a low, cultivated 
voice, in which at first there is a trace 
perhaps of nervousness and dislike to 
public speaking. 

But the nervousness is only that, I 
think, of your high-spirited horse, who 
frets and trembles until you let him go. 
Once fairly started, Mr. Borden's voice 
is full and strong, every sentence is clean 
cut, carrying on it one idea whole, like! 
Carlylo's sentences, and every charge is 
driven homo like a nail into a coffin. To 
me, Mr. Borden's style of oratory was 
peculiarly fascinating. He is such a 
clean-hitting, dogged fighter that I could 
hardly help cheering him, but. the effect 
of his style is different upon different 
men. It was to the Hon. Mr. Sifton 
that he was addressing his remarks, but 
the Hon. Mr. Sifton. who was within a 
few feet, or him. buried himself in .i 
newspaper, and seemed too bored to at- 
tend. If it were possible for a minister 
to be guilty of bad manners, one would 
have said that Mr. Sil'ton was guilty, 
but when Mr. Borden bad insisted 
many times upon an answer to a civil 
question, others in the House became a 
little angry, and it appeared that Mr. 
Sifton wns suffering from a. peculiarly 
acute attack of deafness. 

Some men's voices have that effect.

Sifton's agents be forgiven for so dealing 
with the assets of the nation? More than 
that. Do not such loose methods smack 
perilously of fraud? Moreover, it is al- 
leged that the suspicion of fraud in con- 
nection with this particular lease is so 
strong in Dawson that "the tenants have 
not paid rent .since the beginning of the 
year." Is not thus serious enough for in- 
vestigation? 

Now, as to actual blackmailing, and 
here to save time I am going to quote 
one case only, from Hansard, but 1 shall 
quote it whole, because it rests upon 
eridence taken upon oath, aud extracted 
from an unwilling witness, before a man 
we know, Mr. Senkler. It is stated that 
the official referred to, Hurdman, was 
discharged, but. has since been reinstated, 
and men in Ottawa were ready to sup- 
port this, and the rest of the story upon 
oath. What 1 quote is not comment, 
but a newspaper report of the trial. The 
admitted fact that Hurdnuui was sus- 
pended by Mr. Ogilvie looks as if the 
story was admitted to be true, even by 
the Dawson officials. 

"Mrs. Lena M. Dubois was sworn and 
said that she had staked the claim in dis- 
pute on September 127th at 5 p.m. Upon 
application to Htirduiau', the bench claim 
recorder, she bad been assured Unit the 
claim could not bo recorded until sur- 
veyed, but that lie would hold the claim 
for her until such survey was made. She 
said further she lived in a cabin where 
she could see the claim, and could have 
seen Murdoch if he came there, hut she 
had never seen liim in her life. There 
were men in cabins all about the claim 
who would look nut for her if a stranger 
appeared to stake the ground over her. 
Some time ago two men stopped where 
she was and asked where the claim was. 
They looked for the stakes but could not 
find them. 

".I. F. Murdoch was sworn, and said 
he staked the said claim on October 8th 
and recorded it on the 11th at 5 p.m. 
He put in four slakes and they had not 
been seen by him since. He had no wit- 
nesses to the operation of staking. Mrs. 
Dubois' stakes were not there. It was 
about 5 p. m. in the eveing when he 
staked, and he used regulation sized 
stakes picked up about claim No. 70 on 
Bonanza below. Mr. Bard drew out of 
the unwilling witness that he had an 
understanding with Mrs. Crane that she 
wus to get a half interest for the infor- 
mation she gave him of the claim. He 
gave her a third interest. It was at this 
point that the good work of Mr. Bard 
showed itself, and Mr. Senkler as an 
honest man insisted on the questions be- 
ing answered. 

"What became of the other two 
thirds?" 

"I control them," Murdoch answered. 
"Have you got that two-thirds yet?" 
The witness did not want to answer, 
and replied that he had sold another 
third. 

"Who to?" a„ktil the inexorable Bard. 
The witness again did not want to an- 
swer, and Joy, his attorney, tried to 
shield him from the damning admissions 
he must make. Again he was compelled 
to answer, with downcast face, I'Hurd- 
ninn." 

'•What was the consideration?" asked 
tin' unrelenting Bard, 

Murdoch hesitated and replied "1 don't 
think I have to answer that." 

"No, you don't," interjected his at- 
torney, appealing to the gold commis- 
sioner. But he bad to answer neverthe- 
less. 

"I sold it to him for $25." 
"So you sold him a third interest in a 
valuable claim for .$25?" repeated Bard. 
No answer. 

"Did you get the money?" 
Joy broke in with "I don't think the 
witness should be made to answer this. 
This is not an investigation into the acts 
of officials." Again the witness was 
forced to reply. 

"No. I did not receive any money 
from Hurdman, and haven't yet." The 
witness here shamefacedly admitted he 
had given a third to Hurdman some ten 
Those who have read my first letter will 
probably be satisfied that Sir Charles 
himself produced sufficient specific evi- 
dence to warrant his demand for a com- 
mission, and a muss of oilier evidence, 
which, endorsed by his guarantee, was 
good enough fur his purpose, and that he 
did conclusively show all that he under- 
took- to, namely, that there were good 
grounds tor demanding the appointment 
of a commission to enquire fully (not 
only within arbitrary time limits) into 
the Yukon scandals, and further ho 
showed thai the commission appointed 
was not such, as the country or ease re- 
quired, but was in itself strong- pre- 
sumptive evidence of guilt, in those who 
appointed it. 

Mut the lion. Mr. Sifton wanted spe- 
cific evidence ami Mr. Borden supplied 
it. 

It was charged, that certain land at 
Dawson on the water front, was leased 
by government officials for the govern- 
ment, to Morrison and MncDonuld for 
$30,00t per annum unci sub-lei by them 
for $120,000 to the public, and it was 
suggested that there was dishonesty in 
the transaction. 

That may bo more fully proved per- 
haps, when evidence is taken, before a 
properly constituted tribunal, nt which, 
those who now fear to appear, may be 
compelled^ to disclose what they know, 
upon oath. 

But as far its this lease goes. T am 
content with what is admitted, and that 
is as follows: 

The land in question was on the river 
bank, was 1,500 feet in length, and from 
50 feet down to a point in breadth, and 
was appropriated us a government reser- 
vation and leased by the officials of the 
government for $30,000. The entire tract 
has been sub-let for a rental of .$120,000 
per annum. This is on the authority of 
a United States official, Mr. 0. Dunham, 
reporting to his government, and is not, 
I think, contradicted. 

Mr. Borden wanted this lease, and 
after some demur, the Hon. Mr. Sifton 



days after recording, hut knew of no 
reason why he should. He udmitted he 
would rather have retained the third, in 
fact, would liked to have retained the 
whole claim. He had no understanding 
with Hurdman about giving him a third. 
Considered his right, which he had used 
up, was worth $1,500. Did not answer 
at first, as to why he gave away .$500, 
or one-third of his right. Afterwards 
the witness admitted, "I thought it a. 
good plan to to do so, because I thought 
we wire to do business together again in 
future." 

Does not this look like conclusive proof 
out of the mouth of an unwilling witness 
of the corruption of Dawson officials? If 
it is true that Hurdman has been re- 
stored to his position again, does it not 
look as if such officials were sheltered 
by those in high places? 

There are two men in Ottawa prepar- 
ed to make an affidavit that Hurdman 
has been restored, and it was just to 
these two men that Mr. Borden next re- 
ferred. He owed his introduction to 
them he told us, to Col. Prior, and he 
had taken down their evidence in Col. 
Trior's presence, as a lawyer with the 
utmost care. The men are Messrs. Sem- 
ple and Allen, owner and editor of the 
Dawson Nugget, which has fought 
against the corruption at Dawson from 
the first with the most outspoken coin- 
age, and it is fair to them to point out 
their position at the outset, since some of 
that party which abhors fair play has 
chosen to try to misrepresent them. 

The commission now sitting is limited 
to an inquiry into charges arising bo- 
fore August 25th. The charges made 
before this commission by these men re- 
ferred to matters prior to that date. 
Therefore they withdrew their chitTges, 
as they would have been ruled out in any 
case, and came to Ottawa to submit (if 
allowed to) a sworn statement to a pro- 
perly constituted commission. This 
seems fair. 

On objection to them on the part of the 
government is that they have withdrawn 
their charges (because it was one that 
could not be heard, by what we claim, is 
a too limited commission) and a second 
objection, by that colossal intellect Mr. 
D. O. Fraser, of Guysboro, that they are 
Americans and therefore unworthy of 
credence upon oath!! Is this the present 
stand either of Canada or England to- 
wards the States? 

However, here are some extracts from 
the statement which these men wisli to 
swear to, submitted to the house by Mr. 
Borden. There is much more or the 
same kind, but let this suffice: 

"The administration of the gold com- 
missioner's office has been notoriously 
corrupt since we have resided in Daw- 
son. We have resided there since the 
10th of June. 1S9S. We cannot believe 
it possible that Mr. Fawcett was ignor- 
ant of what was going on. There would 
be three or four hundred men standing 
in line in front of his office waiting to 
record their claims. They would wait 
before the office for days, sometimes as 
many us ten days. While the men went 
to their meals, aud over night, and on 
Sundays, tkeir places were retained by 
checks issued by a policeman. Such a 
check .entitled a man to resume his place 
on returning. There were two side 
doors to the office, one marked 'Private,' 
the other marked 'No Admittance.' It 
was possible to obtain admission to the 
door marked 'No Admittance' by pay- 
ment of a bribe of from .$15 upwards. 

"Twenty-five dollars was the average 
bribe for this door. The men who ob- 
tained admission by this system of 

who remained in line before the front 
door. The .$25 door was higher priced 
because more expeditious. The man who 
got his claim recorded first had the regis- 
tered title. The money was paid to the 
guard at the door. The deals to get in 
in this way were usually made the night 
before. The officials inside the doors 
were E. D. Boulton, mining recorded, 
and 0. P. Hurdman, bench claim re- 
corder. Boulton and Hurdman were still 
in office when we left Dawson City on 
the 20th of January last. 

"Dr. J. L. Gibitz can give evidence of 
having paid money directly to Mr. Boul- 
ton for admission through the side door 
to record a claim." 

In addition to these statements, these 
men, Semple and Allen, stated that they 
had here in their possession and ready to 
produce: il) A copy of an abstract of 
title, showing that J. P. Riley, clerk for 
inspector of mines Madden staked and 
recorded certain property "in direct vio- 
lation of the regulations," and ((2)' 
'passes in use in the gold commissioner's 
office, for admission to the side doors." 
They are stamped with the office stamp. 
"Interior Department, Yukon Terri- 
tory," anil are initialled by the officials. 

Is this sufficiently specific? Have our 
men made out a case strong enough to be 
submitted to a properly constituted and 
powerful tribunal, or does the public be- 
lieve that we must produce an official 
with his hand still actually in the public 
purse before we venture to complain?

31. A. Mahoney. the Yukon mail car: 
rier, is a guest at the Hotel Victoria, 
having arrived from the North on the 
steamer Laurnda, In an interview he 
sa id: 

"We left Dawson March 21, at 9 
o'clock. Judge Morphet was my passen- 
ger, the contract being that I should hind 
him at Skagway in fourteen days for 
•$700, and pay .$100 for every day over 
that time. When we pulled into Skag- 
way on the afternoon of March 31, it 
wus just 5 o'clock. I claim the record, 
having made the trip in ten days and 
eight hours, 

"There is nothing new to say regarding 
Dawson. I made a trip to Eagle City, 
in Alaska, and heard the most favorable 
reports of the milieu in the Forty-Mile 
Creek district. Discovery claim, on 
Chicken creek, and the one adjoining it, 
are paying the owners big mono — they 
will take out thousands of dollars." 

Mahoney 'left Seattle January 15. with 
a contract to carry 2,200 pounds of de- 
layed mail to the Yukon camps. This 
mail was handled by I'. C. Richardson, 
the government mail contractor. It was 
turned over to Mahoney, who hired three 
men and purchased twenty-seven dogs. 
He left Skagway February 1 and reach- 
ed Dnwson February 20.

I In Music's Realm. I 

The week. Just pnst witnessed a fitting 
climax to the brilliant record made by our 
amateurs this season la the realm of music. 
A passing glance at the work accomplished 
reveals four operas, to wit, Geisha, Pearl 
of Pckln, lulnntho and Robin Hood. In 
addition we have been regaled with the 
orchestral successes of the Philharmonic 
Society and the artistic triumphs of the 
Arion Club. Then we must not forget 
the three cantatas given by the Choral 
Union, the Presbyterian and Christ Church 
choirs respectively, and Mozart's Twelfth 
Mass, with full orchestra, presented in 
the Roman Catholic cathedral on Christmas 
eve. With all these notable musical at- 
tractions one Is upt to lose sight of the 
many programmes of song, which are by 
no means unimportant, as they servo to 
Introduce the public to those beginners, 
who soon surprise us by blossoming forth 
into full-fledged principals In opera unci 
cantata, This vista, of our amateur musi- 
cal record forms a most gratifying retro- 
spect and entitles our city to some recogni- 
tion as a centre of art and culture. 
Environment lias a potent formative in- 
tluence hi the development of character, 
mid it would be cause for wonder, if, Willi 
all our variety of scenic splendor, with 
such symphonic glories of color in moun- 
tain, skv mid sea. with such rare and beau- 
tiful harmonies In the myriad tints of our 
forest foliage, our souls should not strive 
to express some of the chaste ami lofty 
thoughts, dreams and aspirations which 
these marvels of nature's handiwork In- 
spire. Art lias been defined as "the inter- 
pretation nf nature disclosed lo the 
imagination of the artist, for all art 
is hut nature spiritually uterpretetl. 
Robert iugcrsoll, uncompromising material- 
ist as lie Is. pays a poetical tribute u> an 
with his characteristic terseness of style 
when lie says that "Art accomplishes by. 
Indirection. Tin' beautiful refines, The 
perfect in art suggests the perfect in con- 
duct. The harmony in music teaches with- 
out intention the lesson of proportion in 
life." When Iugcrsoll further states that 
"Art. is the highest form of expression 
and exists for the sake of expression and 
has no moral purpose," be but halt ex- 
presses what is comprehended in the func- 
tion of art. A learned divine thus puis 
the fuller meaning: "Art is not an end, 
but the means to an end. That end Is 
harmony. Poetry is harmony ia words. 
Architecture Is harmony In parts. Painting 
Is hunnony In color. Sculpture is harmony 
in form. "Music is honnouy in sound. But 
the highest harmony Is religion, which Is 
the perfect harmony between the soul of 
man and the Universal Spirit which we 
call God. It Is the highest function of art 
to reader tills harmony the more easily 
realizable. Nothing can take the place of 
God, neither culture, nor learning, nor art. 
When God Is displaced by these handmaids, 
they become like 'a wreath of roses on the 
brow of a corpse.' " 

Idealist and materialist, Ta Image and 
Ingersoll, may differ as to the end and 
function of art; they agree, though, in 
recognizing Its elevating, refining-, broaden- 
ing and uplifting Influence on human char- 
acter. If, then, art plays such an Import- 
ant factor in developing our moral and 
spiritual nature, every branch and pha-e of 
art should permeate our national life. 

We have a goodly array of songsters and 
executants, whose triumphs have gone be- 
yond our borders, but there Is another 
domain of art In which Canadians ore 
earning envied laurels. The Massoy-Hnrrls 
agricultural machine aud the Goldle. Me- 
Collough safes are tine specimens of pro- 
gress In Canadian Industrial art. It eer- 
tuiuly fosters national pride for a Canadian 
tourist to see Canadian binders and reapers 
at work In Australia and South Africa. 
Canadian Industrial art does not exhaust 
Itself In Inventing mechanical appliances 
for the tiller of the soil. There are other 
achievements to our credit. Adelaide unci 
Capetown counting bouses store away their 
wealth in Canadian safes, and their drawing 
rooms are graced with the exquisite work- 
manship and enlivened with, the pare tones 
of our Canadian pianos. To properly ap- 
preciate tin! excellence <if Hi..- Canadian 
make of pianos, one must lake a tour of 
the local agencies'. At Messrs. Waltt & 
Co. one llmls a splendid collection i.f In- 
struments, the principal Canadian manufac- 
turers represented being Wormwitll & Co., 
Hell. Ilelutzmuu, Dominion and Nordliclnuer. 
Lombard A Co. handle tin- Kara, Messrs. 
Fletcher Pros, the Neweombe, and Gideon 
Hicks >V Co. the Mason & Risen. All these 
Canadian planus, whilst differing in tone 
qualities, still maintain a high standard 
of excellence. Each lias hosts of votaries 
Who are must enthusiastic In their eulogies. 
The first shipment of Canadian pianos and 
organs to reach Victoria was In 1885 over 
the then nowly-constructed Northern Pa- 
cific. The shipment was made up of Hclatz- 
man pianos and Hell organs, and the Can- 
adian instruments soon obtained ascendancy 
over the uietntlle-Boundlng German, French 
end English pianos which then monopolized 
the local Held. The superior qualities of 
our own pianos have driven all competitors 
from the Old Country and the Continent 
• on of the Held, and tlie only America li 
Instruments still entering for local patron- 
age arc high priced like the Steluwny, 
Decker and Kuiibe. Among Canadian In- 
struments the lleiutzmun is the nearest 
approach to the Steluwny In construction. 
The Helntzinan lias done away with all 
felt padding behind the strings, and tin 
patenter A G ruffe Bridge by which (hi 
wires pass through separate perforations 
In the liar Is something similar to the string 
frame of the Steinwny, though in the latter 
I he wires are stmng 111 rough the fell be- 
hind the bar. Whilst the Heintzmnu has a 
line singing tone, and the treble and hnss 
present a nice balance, each make exhibits 
distinctive traits, ami selection of an In- 
strument is to a great extent dependent 
on tin- temperament of the purchaser. 
Some contend thai the tea,, of 1 lie Ilelntz- 
umu, whilst rich a ml lull. Is slightly muf- 
fled, and therefore that the instrument 
Is nut the best adapted fur concerl effects. 
Others, on the other hand, say that the 
Nordheimcr lone is bright and brillinul 
but thin and bard. These criticisms are 
hardly applicable, though, to the more 
recent Instruments manufactured by these 
two firms. Independently of tone qualities, 
If one wishes in appreciate the advance 
which the piano lias made In lis mechani- 
cal features, a visit to the provincial 
museum would be well repaid for on the 
lower iloor there Is on exhibit the first 
piano brought to these shores. It was 
made In London by Robert Norman & Sons, 
anil came by the lengthy sea voyage around' 
Cape Horn. The case Is a crude affair, 
and offers poor comparison with the artistic 
polish and finish of the modern piano. The 
pedals are certainly primitive, and from 
their width must have been designed to 
be In keeping with some mode of the 
period— perchance brond-soled boots were 
the vogue. This plailo Is badly in need 
of tuning; otherwise '• would furnish a 
splendid means of Utstltutlng a comparison 
In lone cliaractcrlstles between (be piano 
of fifty years back and those of I he pre- 
sent day. 

Our home players can play on homo In- 
struments of recognized merit, nnd no 
stronger Indication of the Intrinsic artistic 
temperament of Canadians need be pointed 
to than lite excellence attained In the 
manufacture of our pianos, it is certainly 
n matter of pride that, these miiniifacl urers 
have produced Instruments which no other 



people can say are mere Imitations, for 
the inventive faculties of our people have 
been attested by the fact that some of 
the latest Improvements applied to Can- 
adian pianos have been adapted by the best 
UnuB In the United States. 

A striking tribute to the excellence of 
our pianos Is furnished In the Informa- 
tion that Helntzarun & Co. have recently 
shipped one of their grands to Englund 
for concert purposes. Our piano dealers 
are also gaining the assertlveness coming 
from confidence, for when Do Koveu went 
to Montreal to be present nt the first per- 
formance of "The Three Guardsmen," an 
enterprising agent waited on him soon after 
his arrival, with the request that he be 
allowed to place a piano In his hotel quar- 
ters. Of course the agent was rewarded 
by being in a position to publish next 
morning a Battering eulogy by America's 
greatest operatic writer on the superior 
qualities of the Instrument Installed In 
Do Koven's rooms. 

Metronome is pleased to hear that the 
Canadian manufacturers Intend to put forth 
special efforts at the Paris exposition, and 
It will be Interesting to await the verdict 
of Impartial critics on the merits of our 
phnios ns compared with other countries, 

"Julian Durham" came over specially from 
Vancouver to attend the Robin Hood pro- 
duction. She expressed herself ns unquali- 
fiedly delighted with the clever way In 
which our amateurs bandied this difficult 
opera. Julian Durham's latest, literary 
effort. "Hypnotized," has Just been Issued 
and Is another Indication of the literary 
activities which in recent years have borne 
fruit In different portions of our Domin- 
ion. 

Metronome is Indebted to Mr. H. It. Bcles, 
lion, secretary of the Arlon Club, for a 
copy of the circular seat to members, to 
the effect that owing to Illness Mr. Grelg 
has been compelled to relinquish for the 
remainder of the season bis duties ns con- 
ductor. The lion, secretary slates that

COPPKU RIVER OIL FIELDS. 

Seattle Owners Arranging for Their De- 
velopment by London Capital. 

Arrangements by which English capi- 
talists will take hold of and develop the 
petroleum fields of Alaska near the 
mouth of Copper river, according to tlie 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer, havo been 
perfected in London by the Alaska De- 
velopment Company, of Scuttle, which 
owns or controls the vast oil deposits 
discovered about two years ago by li. 
C. Johnston, then of San Francisco, but 
now a resident of Seattle. 

Charles F, Monday, secretary and 
treasurer of tlie company, who return- 
ed to Seattle on Friday from Kngkmd. 
where he went to complete the nego- 
tiations, makes the announcement, 
i hough he is not yet prepared to give 
details, lie states, however, that a long 
term lease of tlie company's lands, sev- 
eral thousand acres, lias been made, and 
that the lessees will at once proceed to 
develop the property on a royalty. They 
are to purchase al any time. The pur- 
chase price agreed upon .Mr. Monday is 
not. ut liberty to stale. It is said that 
the company lias always held out fur 
$3,000,000, ami hits been offered $2,000,- 
000 for its interests, and that if tlie 
Englishmen choose to purchase they will 
probably pay a price between tin- two 
amounts mentioned. Mr. Munday is not 
familiar with the plans of the lessees, 
but says that they will probably form a 
corporation and establish olllces on this 
side of tlie Atlantic. He thinks that, 
owing to tlie roughness and inaccessi- 
bility of the country, it will probably be 
Iwo or three years before any substan- 
tial results will be attained or tlie ex- 
tent and richness of the oil fields definite- 
ly ascertained. Besides oil, there are 
vast coal deposits on the lands. 

Most of the stockholders in the Alaska 
Develonmcul Company arc Seattle peo- 
ple, anil will reap the benefit should 
the deposits of oil and coal prove to lie of 
the extent and richness generally attrib- 
uted to tliein.
